have made numerically into railroad- 
ing during the past seven years is 
signalized in figures published in the 
Ihinois Central Magazine. It reports 
that iA the period under review the 
umber of women employed on Class 
1 steam railroads has inereased more 
than 50 per cent. They now consti- 
tute one-thirtieth of the total staff. 
Their number tn 1926 is given ag 61,- 
302, 

Women were employed in almost 
every branch of railroad service ast 
year, including two in train  opera- 
tion and 290 in) shopwork, but the 
numerous class was naturally 
that engaged in clerical and semli- 
‘clerical occupations, accounting for 
61,127, the magazine reports, The 
next largest class in 1926 was that 
employed in cleaning, namely, 3,332; 
other large figures being “personal 
service” (waltresses, laundresses, 
ete.), 1,814, and telegraph and tele- 
phone operators, 1,427.
